I- T-E TECHNOLOG Y 

Gerhard Beyer, I-T-E Welder Fitter, is also 
an artist of extraordinary ability. From 
his original concept, Gerhard created a 
stylized interpretation of a circuit breaker. 
Constructed of stainless steel, the massive 
work, over 7 feet high and weighing in at 
600 pounds, will be the focal point for vis¬ 
itors entering Power Circuit Breaker Division's 
new home. 

In 1962 Gerhard began leaning toward painting 
and sculpture and soon became a member of the 
San Gabriel Fine Arts Association, winning 
not only many awards but nation-wide recogni¬ 
tion for his many talents. A member of the 
California Art Club, his finest accomplishment 



is that of the 1971 Gold Medal Award and the 
President's Award. He is also a member of 
Showcase 21 for painters and sculptors, and 
is on the Council of Traditional Artists 
Societies in Los Angeles and New York City. 

Many of Gerhard's paintings and sculptures 
are in possession of art lovers all over the 
USA. One such well known art collector is 
the President of the United States...with a 
painting hanging in the White House. 

Gerhard was born July 1, 1926 in Germany. 
From 1940 to 1947 he studied ship building, 
marine life and seamanship.later serving as 
a Kadett on the five mast schooner "Captain 
Hildgendorf". 

In 1953 Gerhard left Germany to live in 
Canada and after a short stay he came south 
to the United States,earning his citizen¬ 
ship in 1963. 



Originally hired as a Welder, Gerhard was 
promoted to Welder Fitter for his outstand¬ 
ing workmanship and ability.
